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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The amended filed on July 10, 2007 has been acknowledged. Claims 6-7, 10, 12-14 have 
been amended. Claims 1-5, 8-9, 11, 15-35 have been canceled. Claims 6-7, 10, 12-14 and 36-39 
are pending and considered. 

Clams 6-7, 10, 12-14 and 36-39 are allowed. 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' argument 
filed on July 10, 2007 has been respectfially considered, it was found to be persuasive to 
withdraw the 103 rejection. As applicants submit in the response that the claimed invention is 
directed to an unexpected result that administration of selenium in combination with retinoid 
compound can inhibit HCV viral replication. While various histamine and histamine-related 
compounds including selenium or retinoid can reduce the cellular and tissue damage caused by 
reactive oxygen metabolites (ROMs) released by phagocytic or endothelia cells in response to 
various disease in pathologies, such as hepatitis C virus infection known in the art, no prior art 
teaches or suggests that administration of seleniimi in combination with retinoid compound can 
actually inhibit HCV viral replication.
